The Administration at Washington announcra today a nev 
"peace treaty " with the Administration at Mexico CHy. (MWally il 
is heralded ns ''nn HrraiiKfini'iit Tor mi iidjiisiiiK-iii of the dlffcrawea 
bttween the nnitcd States and Mexico through tlie ofll«ea of an in 
ttmctional joint commission." Textnally it is another elTiHiive note 
from the Wilson Hecretary of State t(» the ('arranr.H Secretary of 
State aeceptiiiK. upon ('«rranEM'a own terms, his proposal to entnial 
to a cominiwiion of tlirre Mexicans and three Americana the drafting 
of " a protocol or agreement deflnilcl.v t« settle the diffleulties now 
pending or tliosr which intiy arise between the two countries." Those 
difficulties arc drlined mid specified as concerning exclusively "thr 
reciprocal ero«Hin« of the frontier by the forces of Ixtth eoiintrifs. 
also to determine tlie origin of the incursions to date," in order to 
fix the responsihiiii.v therefor. The reply is sent forward In thi 
same spirit of frniilt cordiality in which Ciirranza was Hddressfil 
the Wilaon .\<iininistration. and the WilH«»n Secretary of State of- 
fers to the ("arrmizH Secretary of State in conclusion "the assur- 
anoes" of his "hl^'liist consideration." The decisi<nis of the coin 
mission are made dependent upon their acceptance by both Govern 
mentii. 

All of which is merely more Mexican buncombe. Woodrow Wil- 
aon and Meniistimio ('arranxn are companiona in political purpose. 
Both arc stnii;Kli>i^ to remain in oflice. Tlie one ia dependent for hix 
power upon the people of tiic I'nited States, and the other upon the 
btndita of Mexico. Out of their mutual emergenejr they have hit up 
oa a aeheme with which to deceive their respective constituents ami 
if possible (li\< rt attention from their respective failures until after 
election day. The scheme ia foredoomed to failure for two reasons - 
(1) Woodrow Wilson Rlander«>usly misrepresents the spirit of Amer- 
ica in abandoning the American aoKlierN and sailors whose blood has 
been ponrctl out upon .Mexicmi soil from Vera ("riiz to Carri/al 
iind the pioneering American citizens whose hones are .scattered fron 
one end of Mexico to the other.

TARIFF AND A TAX 




The Ueiuocrata are boasting of the tremeiidoua revenue prodiic 
ing powers of the "Undenvood Tariff law." What they really mean 
is the revenue prodiiciii,if powers of the "Underwood tax law." 

The Underwood bill turned more than !|(777.iKK).(KMI into the 
Treasury last year. Of this sum, however, the "I'nderwood faritf " 
produced only *211,00(MMM)-or a little more than one-fourth. 

The balance was di'rivcd from the income tax, from the ini 
quitous and profanily-lireeding stamp taxes, from the so-called 'war 
taxes, "—which lnivc been levied with the approval of a Preaident 
who "kept us out of war"— from the excise taxes levied upon corpor 
ationa, from the taxes upon theatei-s, upon aoapa, upon toliet articles, 
upon everything, in sli,>rt. wliich ilie ingenuity of an Alal>ama states 
man could devise, provided only that the articles and industries 
taxed ahould be so plocated that the North and not the South should 
bear the principal burden. 

The Undenvood "tariff" has not prodiiceti revenue It has 
opened onr markets to the foreigner. It has made it more diflicult 
for Americans to do business. 

The Underwood 'Tux law." on the other hand, has produced ai. 
abundance of money. There ia a great difference l>etween a "tai itf ' 
and a "lax ' The ' tariff" is paid by the foreigner who wants to 
■ell us hia goods. The "tax" is paid by onr own people, directly an<l 
In eash. 

The liii, Mien O. 'riuiniiai, used lo .siloul "A tariff is a tax." 
He couvinced nobody. But Mr. Uuderwood baa deoMMWtnited that 
hia "tariff" ia in very tnith a "tax." 

ONLY ONS 0OV0L1IIIOH 

The laboring men of llie iiiilrv learned iu 1!M:M4, before the 
war began, that reduction of tariff duties did not reduce the coat of 
Uvinf. Several millions lost their jobs or went on part time. From 
their point of view, i li, r .lore, I hey couldn't have been any worse off 
jf the protective tariff Itad coittijtued.

Now that the war has brought another era of 
prosperity and lliey have work and muni waKcs. they cannot be con 
vinced tliat it is the Underwood urifl^ which has brought about such 
couclusion for then to reach as to their interest in the tariff ques 
OoykHewB (P». ) IntaUiiMioar.
